MOMENTOUS DECLARATION OF 
POLICY IN INDIA. 


Full Responsibility: Safeguards in 
Period of Transition. 


KING’S INSPIRING MESSAGE. 


HE Indian Round Table Conference ended as it 
opened, in an atmosphere of subdued enthusiasm, 
Queen Anne’s drawing room at St. James's Palace being 


packed for an_ historic 


scene when Mr. Ramsay 


MacDonald, the Prime Minister, rose to deliver the 
speech winding up the Conference and to make the 
Government’s declaration of policy. - 


The Prime Minister renewed the promise of the 
conferment of Dominion Status upon India and was 


cordially cheered on giving 


assurances that India was 


destined to achieve full self-government. 


LIBERTIES OF THE MINORITIES. 


The Government's declaration of 
policy, read by Mr, Ramany Mace: 
Donald after 2 brief introduction, 
stated: 

“In the view of the British Govern- 
ment, the responsibility for ° the 
Kovernment of Indin should be placed 
upon the Legislatures, Central and 
Provincial, with such provisions a# 
may be necessary to guarantec, dur- 
ing the period of trahsition, the 
observance of certain obligations, and 
to meet other special circumstances; 
nlao, with such guarantees a8 are res 
quired by the Minorities to protect 
their political liberties and rights. 
(Cheers). : 


“In such Statutory safeguards for 
meeting the needs of the transi- 
tional period, it will be the primary 
concern of Hin Majesty's Govern- 
ment to see that the reserved 
powers are so framed and exercised 
na not to prejudice the advance of 
Indin through the new Constita- 
tion ste fall respo lity for her 
own government.” CApplausp). 
“His Majesty's Government, while 

making this Declaration, is aware 
that some of the conditions caseniuas 
to the work of such a Constitution as 
is contemplated, have not been finally 
kettled, but it believes that, ax the 
result of the work done here, they 
have been brought to a point which 
encourages the hope that further 
negotintiony, after this Declaration, 
will be successful. 


FEDERATION OF ALL-INDIA. 


“Hix Majesty's Government has 
taken note of the fact that the Con- 
ference’s deliberations proceeded on a 
basis, accepted by all parties, that the 
central government should be ao 
Federatjon of All India, embracing 
hoth Abe Indinn States and British 
Indiafin a bi-eameral Legislature, 

“THe precise form of the structure 
of the new Federa] Government must 
be determined after further discus- 
sions with the Princes and the repre- 
sentatives of British India. . The range 
of Kubjects committed to it also re- 
quire further discusnian beenuse the 
Federal . Government will have au- 
thority only in such matters concern- 
ing the Staten as may be ceded by 
their Rulers in an agreement made 
by them on entering Into the Federa- 
tlon.”. (Cheers), : ; 

“The connection of the States with 
the Federation will ‘remain: subject: to 
the basle principle that, in regard to 
all matters not ceded by them to the 
Federation, their relations will be 
with the Crown, acting through: the

“With the Legislatures conatitut- 
+ ed on a Federal basis, His Majesty's

“VICEROY'S . POWERS, 


“Under existing conditions, -the 
subjects of-Defonce and External 
Affairs will be reserved -to the 
Governor-Genera] and arrangements 
will be-made to place in his ‘hands, 
the powers rectssary for the adminis- 
tration of those nubjects.

THE POET LAUREATE 
' AND HIS WORK. - 


INTERESTING LECTURE ON 
JOHWN MASEFIELD. 


“The New Poet Laureate” was 
the title of the lecture dollvered 
by Mrs, Paul Barker at the. Helena 
May Institute yesterday, large 
attendance enjoying a comprehen. 
alve discourse. on John Muacfield 
and his works. 

In hor opening remarks, Mrs, 
Barker sald that the position of 
Poet Laureate had probably de- 
veloped from the Middle Agea, 
when: minstrols and veraifiers 
were part of the equipment of 
court and camp, and every .cour- 
tier wan expected to have somo 
skill In the att of rhyming. Both 
Richard Cocur De Leon and Henry 
Third kept: a versificator ‘regis, 
und one John Kay described him- 
relf ag Edward IV's “humble poct 
laureate.” The term owed {ts 
origin to the wreath of Inurel 
which in ancient Greece was at 
ance the prize and the symbol of 
victory at the athletic and artistic 
competitions. 

In 1670, Dryden was given the 
title of Laureate by Letters Patent, 
and after thin the post was regu- 
larly instituted, though the-emolu- 
ments varied, and the duties were 
the production of regular birth- 
day und New Year odes. 

After mentioning the various 
Poet Luureates which nucceeded 
one another, the speaker sald that 
when Tennyson died there war 
diffiqulty over the election of a 
new Poet Laureate, and it was 
suggested that the post be abolish- 
ed, Morris and Swinburne were 
not aultable, and other pocts were 
of an inferior calibre. Howe 
it was decided not to make a bi 
in the tradition, and Alfred Aus- 
tin waa elected, After him came 
Robert Bridges, to | many critics 
the greatest poct of our century, 
though not the most appreciated, 
Hin art was foo subtle, too with- 
drawn, too scholarly and exqttisite 
ever to make a wide popular ap- 
pent, 


The Latest Cholce, 


The appointment of John Mass 
field as his successor frankly 
puzzled many, yet be nring in mind 
all the drawbacks to popularity, 
over-aubtlety, diflcwlty of intee- 
pretation, even over -excellence, it 
wag possible to account aatistne- 
torily for the vhoice sf the new 
Laureate, 

In the first place he was popular 
both as a man and asx a writer: 
hia work was never remote or dif- 
felt; he himself was well-Rnowa, 
accessible, and active in modern 
literary, Movements such as the 
Scottish Association for the 
Speaking of Verse. He had fre- 
quently lectured in Britain and in 
America on a variety of subjects, 
and his lectures had been popa- 
lar. 

In the second place he had writ- 
ten of the life of a great part of 
the English people, intimately and 
truly, sometimes beautifully, and 
above all the lives of sailors, and 
their work of the sea which was 
40) prec) ious a part of every Eng- 
lish-man’s inheritance. Racing, 
hunting, fighting. drinking, loving, 
hating, crime, adventure, nll that 
went to make up the life of what 
we called the working and pea- 
aunt classes, as well as much of 
the fe of the Squire and the 
bourgeois: all of theae were in 
his work. 

‘Thirdly, Mr, Masefield had had 
a career which appealed to the 
imagination of every man, The 
life of a sailor and a wanderer 
had a special attraction: most 
people dream of it, some wrote of 
it: but Mr, Masefield had both 
Ilved and written {t,. Another 
thing that seemed to have had 
something to do with hia election 
was that he was not too good a 
poct. In every art, the se2ond 
best was easler to grasp and enjoy 
than the best, except to the train- 
ed or naturally. appreciative mind. 


Varied Career. 


The lecturer could tell little of 
Muasefield’s life and career, “Who's 
Who” merely told them that he mar- 
ried in 1908, hns two children, 
and was made an honorary D. 
Litt., Oxford, In 1922. They knew

BARRACKS TRAGEDY. 


FOUR BULLETS IN TROOPER'S 
BODY. 


The inquest into the shooting 
tragedy at Mooltan Barracks, Tid- 
worth, on Thursday night, was 
opened on Dee. 20. Maurice 
Archibald Bell,» twenty-three, a 
trouper in the Royal Scots Greys, 
wis found shot dead, and Jack 
Healey, a civilian barber, of Fabers- 
town, near Ludgershall, who was 
also shot, died in hospital on the 
day of the inquest.

After a 
minute there was another, but, as 
he was accustomed ‘to hearing 80 
many peculiar noises at night, he 
did not trouble to Investigate. 

Major Thomas Parr, R.A.M.C., 
deposed to finding four bullet 
wounds in Bell's body. He was 
holding in his hand a knob that 
had come off the barber’s saloon 
door, A pistol lay on the floor a 


yurd away from his head, and let-; 


ters were strewn about. .Two of 
the bullet wounds would have killed 
the man Snstantly. 

The inquest was adjourned.

TRADE BARRIERS. 


At a moment when tariffs. are 
the subject of almost universal dis- 
eussion, it is timely that Mr. 
Arthur Ifenderson, In speaking at 
Geneva before the Committee for 
the Economic Union of Europe, 
should urge earnest consideration 
of proposals for reducing economic 
barriers. It will be recalled that 
at the Economic Conference “held 
under the auspices of the League 
of Nations in 1927, a resolution 
was unanimonsly ndopted declaring 
that the time had come to put an 
end to the increase in tariffs and to 
move in the opposite direction. No 
fewer than twenty-nine Govern- 
ments have necepted the principles 
Jaid down at that Conference, but, 
as Mr. Henderson has pointed aut, 
the promises to implement the re- 
solutions by action has not been 
fulfilled. Apart from the obstruc- 
tion to the free movement of com- 
modities which (all tariffs imply, 
there is, as the British Foreign 
Seeretary has stressed, a distinct 
danger that if some step is not 
tuken to bring about a change in 
Europe, a disastrous tariff war may 
be waged in the near future. 

M. Briand's plan for a Customs 
Union is that there should be 2 
free interchange of goods between 
all European nations, all existing 
barriers being wiped out. There 
would, of course, be a-tariff wall 
by European nations 
nyainst those outside the Union, 
but it is to be presumed that the 
several countries within the Union 
would hive the right to negotiate 
with outsiders .as to the nature and 
extent of the tariffs-imposed, due

Maharajah Points a Moral. 


The first spenker at the final 
plenary sesaioh ws the Maharajah 
of Patinin who sald the States 
wished to enter the federation as 
equal partners ink yrent and 
honourable enterprise under con- 
ditions safeguarding their internal 
economy and securing for their 
people ald the advantages of 
eltizenship in oa mighty country, 

“We join without hesitation in 
asking that our country should 
nequire that honotirable status 
within the Empire which ean 
alone satisfy the aapirations of her 
sons, We have a great stake in 
the country, We should be the 
first to suffer if chaos and anarchy 
were to ensue. 

“Any administrative breakdown 
in India would involve us far more 
quickly and far more fatally than 
it could involve any political party 
in Britain,  ° 

“If, after fall consideration of 
all the circumstances, bearing 
in mind our own position, our 
real responsibilities, and the 

* mngnitude of our stake in the 
country, we are prepared to 
accept for ourselves, and to re- 
commend to our brother princes 
for’ their acceptance, — the 
arrangements which we have 
been devising during these 
many weeks, Britain will not be 
stow in response.” 


Mra. Subbarayan expressed 
satisfaction that the detafls of the 
weneral scheme would he worked 
out by bodies of beth British and 
Indinna well versed in’ the sub- 
jecta with a full knowledge of 
Indian conditions. 

If the filling in of the picture 
was approached with the anme 
goodwill apparent at the Confer- 
ence, the hopes they entertained 
would nol he disappointed. 


Lord Peel's Speech. 


Lord Peel said he thought the 
Conference bad treated) the sub- 
jects under debate with a high 
dignity not unworthy of the yroat 
duties entrusted to it, and the dis- 
cussions had heen of the highest 
value in informing and shaping 
public opinion here, and probably 
in India. 

The most outstanding act of 
the Conference had been the 
prent change of opinion that had 
brought the conception of a 
state. of reality, and he paid a 
tribute to the enlightened action 
taken by the Ruling Princes, whose 
statesmanship and foresight in 
apite of the risks, and the 
possibility of sacrifices, had insist- 
ed on representation, both ' in 
Cabinet and Legislature, in order 
to contribute all their experience 

_ dof Government and administration 
to the control of subjects of com- 
mon concern. 


“Tribule to British India, 


He. paid a tribute: also to the 
leaders of opinion in’ British 
India who had given their political 
aspirations a Federal colour, 

Explaining ‘the attitude of the 

- :Conrervative section of the British 
doleyates, he: said. they had tricd 
to divest themselves of the paasion 
for precedent, ind had suggested 
that the Conference might well 
conalder the Swias or the Amori- 
ean plan rather than the —trans- 
ference wholesnle of the British 
Parliamentary methods to Delhi. 

They put forward the Iden that 
tho selfgoverning system for the 
Provinces should at once be put 
into action ‘so that the views of 
tho responsiblo Ministers of those 
Provinces should odd their ex- 
porience to that of this Conference 


in approving or modifying the new 
Constitution. 


Practical Ideas. 


They had atriven to give to 
their idens n practical and work- 
ing form, and to avold unneces- 
aury complexities. 

When discussing the constitution- 
al safeguards, they ‘had been moved 
by no desire to fetter Indian free- 
dam hat by the necessity of carry- 
ing out their Imperial responsibili- 
ties. It was imperative that while 
safeguards awere onecensary, the 
machinery for operating, them 
should he closely and ckearly de- 
fined. There should be as little 
doubt ay possible what were the 
functions to be discharged by the 
Indinn Ministers, what were the 
controls of the Viceroy, what was 
the precise degree of authority 
Parliament still wished to exercise 
through the Secretary of © State, 
All this waa necessary to secure 4 
working constitution. 


The Dangers. , 


“Friction and suspicion and dis- 
like, all those evil demons that 
they would like to Danish from 
India, would rise again and multi- 
ply af through any Jack of vision 
they failed ta set out the limits of 
authority, It was in the interests, 
not of mere authority, but of, 
yveneral confidence, that the pre 
tection for the minorities were 
tleurly to he set out, 

Aa regards Finanelal necurity, 
he was oxpresaing no distrust of 
the Indian Ministers when he said 
that for the present it would assist 
them, and would make their task 
easier, if the financial safeguards

Sir Tej Bnadahur Sapru con- 
cluded with an eloquent appeal 
to the Prime Minister to. take 
courage in both his hands and to 
relense political prisoners {n India. 
Let n new era be established, he 
anid, and the struggle of the Inst 
few months would be forgotten. 

At the outset, the Indian leader 
streased the unanimity of. feeling 
among the Indian delogates that 
they were leaving behind a friendly 
England, whose greatest statesmen 


enme to talk on terms of equality, 


in a spirit of give And take and not 
to dictate to Indians, 


Three Main Achievements, 


Three central ideas hand emerged 
from the Conference. Firstly, the 
materialigation of the idea of an 
All-India Federation, which -was 
muinly due to the patriotic attitude 
of the Indian Princes, Tho second 
important idea, which from the 
point of view of British Indin was 
of the highest importance, was the 
iden of responsibility at the centre. 
The third important idea which 
had emerged, and which was an 
inteyral idea of systems of  rea- 
ponsible government was that 
Indin muat, be prepared in years to 
come to defend herself, 


Not Alarmed. 


He was not tlarmed by — the 
proposed safegnarda which were 
really intendéd in the interest of 
the esponsible government they 
wert establishing at the centre and 
not to strengthen the hands of 
English control . 

He was prepared fer many 
doubts in India about the scheme, 
but he emphasised that, there had 
not. been on single: Constitution 
established in any Dominion, whe- 
ther Iretand, Austratla or South 
Africa, which had not been taken 
exception to by a certain number 
of people. 


Conservative Change of Front. 


Sir ‘fej Sapru also referred lo 
the recent remarkable change that 
had taken place in the attitude of 
the Britieh Conservative Party as 
voiced by Lord Peel, 

He paid a tribute to the wisdom 
and statesmanship oof the Lord 
Chaneellor, Lord’ Sankey, who was 
largely responsible for the success 
of the Federal Structure Sub-Com- 
mittee, 

He appealed to his countrymen in 
India to make a further contribu- 
tion to the improvement of Lord 
Sankey’s scheme, one of whose 
merits was that it did not bolt the 
door against any further sugges 
tion, 

Appealing to the Premier for the 
release of politica) prisoners, he 
declared that his countrymen were 
expecting some such gesture, 

After speeches from other dele- 
gates, a resolution adopting ail 
the reports of the various com- 
mittees was nnanimoualy adopted. 

The resolution described the 
reports as affording material of 
the highest value for use in 
framing oa constitution — for 

India, embodying as they did a 

substantial agreement on the 

main ground plan, the Gonfer- 
ence being of opinion also. that 
arrangements should be made 
to pursiie without interruption 
the work upon which the Con- 
ference had been — engaged, 
including the provision. in the 

Conatitution of adequate, safe- 

guards . for Mussulmana, the 

depressed classes, Sikhs and all 
other important minorities, 


FINAL SCENES. 


When Mr. Rumaay MacDonald 
rose in the afternoon to deliver 
the most important speech of the 
day, winding up the historic Con- 
ference, journalista were for the 
first time admitted to the drawing- 
room and to the adjoining salon, 
where a microphone was fitted. 

Talkies were installed in the 
drawing-room to record the final 
proceedings. 

The Prime Minister commenced 
by paying a handsome tribute ta 
the work of the Stutptory Commis- 
sion headed by Sir’ John Simon, 
Inter expressing regret at the nab- 
rence of representatives of the 
Indian Congress, .

Not Pro-Anything. . 


Referring to the, necessity. for 
the Inclusion of safeguards in the 
Constitution,, he said Uhnt “one 
‘auch entegory was in every free 
constitution in the world; another 
enteyory,, which was necesary in 
Tndin’s own interest, concerned 
finance and the existing services; 
a third related to the communitics. 

He asserted that the Government 
was not pro-Hindu = or pro-any- 
thing, He expressed pride in the 
fact that the gap between the 
Hindus and the . minorities © had 
been much narrowed and culogised 
the Princes for the | magnificent 
part they had played in makin’ a 
Constitution based on foderation 
possible. The Prime _ Miniater 
then read the Government's state-

ment, prepared with the full ap- 
proval of the Cabinct, and con- 
cluded by expressing the Govorn- 
ment’s hearty apprecintion ‘of the 
services rendered by the delegates 
und remarked that personal con- 
tact was the best way of removing 
differences and misunderstandings. 


Active Goodwill. 


“His Majesty's Government,” 
he said “would strive to sccure 
auch an amount of agreement as 
would enable the new Constitu- 
tion to be passed through the 
British Parliament and to be put 
Ino operation with the active 
godwill of the people of both 
countries, (Applaune.). * 


In the review of the Inboura of 
the various sub-committees, the 
Premier said the Government pro- 
posed immediately to study them 
most carefully in order to face 
the problema they presented. - 

Referring to the plea of Sir 
Tej Sapru regarding an amnesty, 
with which he expresed sympathy, 
he aald that if Sir Tej Sapru’s ap- 
peal to India was responded to and 
civil quiet was proclaimed, he 
could rest assured that the Govern- 
ment would not be backward tn 
responding to a plen which many 
of his collengues endorsed, and he 
(Mr. MacDonald) endorsed. 


Agreen With Lord Peel. 


He agreed with Lord Peel's re- 
mark that British conatitutional 
machinery should not. be regarded 
na the only successful plant, The 
types and methods in various parts 
of the world would) be studl- 
ed, and he quoted in this 
connexion, Japan, where, he said, 
the type of sovermMent waa of very 
great interest, especially in some of 
jis napecta, if net in all, 

Some of the conditions of the 
working of the new Constitution 
had been practically agreed by the 
Conference but he pointed out the 
many important ones outstanding, 
including the problems of the mino- 
rities, and the varloua details of 
safeguarding. 


‘To Confer With New Viceroy. 


This work must not be Ieft to 
bureaucracy in either country. He 
hoped the | British Parlinmentary 
parties would continue to co. 
operate in further negotiations and 
explorations. He appealed for a 
continuance of frank and candid 
expression of opinion, and added 
that he proposed te confer with the 
new Viceroy (Lord Willingdon) 
immediately, He would be arriv- 
ing in Bngland in a few days.

OWNER OF CASTLES 
‘SHOT DEAD. 


POLICE THEORY . OF 
TRIGGER MISHAP.

PEER’S COUSIN. 


Hythe, Doo. 18. 

Just as tho bell of Saltwood 
Castle, near Hythe, rang for ten 
yeaterday afternoon, the owner of 
this accident fortresa, which dates 
back to the fifth century, was 
found lying shot dead in a spinney 
clone to the broken ivy-covered 
walls. 


The dead man_ is Captain Re- 
ginald Lawrence Lawaon, aged 38, 
who, in addition to owning. this 
stately castle, had also bought the 
ancient castle of. Hurstmoneceux 
in Sussex. 


Captain Lawson, who is a cousin 
of. Lord Burnham and had mar- 
ried & young American wife, had 
been shooting pigeona in the spin- 
ney on the enstle. There waa o 
wound in the Jeft side of hla head 
and 4 gun was by his side. 


The police, who have recons- 
tructed the tragedy, believe that 
the captain was climbing on the 
fence with the loaded gun when 
the trigger became caught in some- 
thing and fired the weapon. 


About ten days ago, Captain 
Lawson, when driving his car, 
knocked down and killed a nine- 
year-old girl who ran from be- 
hind another vehicle, This had 
naturally depressed him, although 
at the inquest it waa shown that, 
the affatr was a pure accident. 

The gardener, Mr, Turner, who 
found hia employer's body, had 
heard shots and, had seen pigeons 
falling. 

I called at the castle to-day and 
found guarda placed at the old 
postern gates 50 that Mrs. Law- 
son might have privacy in her 
grief. 

[| was shown into a stone cham- 
ber in the old keep. It was light- 
ed by narrow slits in the walls, 
and rare old volumes of parch- 
ment and pieces of ancient armour 
were to be seen. 

“Mrs, Lawson is ill with grief 
and on the doctor's orders may 
one,” a member of the 
household said: 

“We feel sure that Captain 
Lawson's death was a pure acci- 
dent. He has left no letters and 
there wng-no reison at all why he 
should take his own life. He was 
quite happy. Jfe went to shoot 
the pigeons because they were 
becoming a nuisance.” 

A villager who lives on the es- 
“Captain Lawson was 
a jovial man and well liked. He 
had been chatting with one of the 
gardeners not long before the ar- 
cident.” : ‘ 


Historic Home. 


Saltwood .Castle waa built in 
488 by Escus, King of Kent, and 
was rebuill by the Normata in 
1080. Here the knights of King 
Henry I, rested when they came 
from France .to Canterbury to 
kill Thomaa a’Becket in the Cathe- 
dral, 

Captain Lawsan, an enthusias- 
tie antiquary, ‘bought the castle 
in 1926, and personally superin- 
tended the © many improvements 
carried out. : 

A year ago he bought Hurst- 
monceux Castle, which was res- 
tored by the Jate Colonel Claude 
Lowther. 

“This estate was offered at nuc- 
tion. before Captain _ Lawson 
bought it. The highest. bid was 
£25,000, and as the reserve price 
had been fixed at £65,000, it was 
withdrawn. : 

It is expected that the inquest 
will be held to-morrow.

CHILD MURDERED BY 
i STRANGULATION. 


TWO MONTHS’ OLD AFFAIR 
SUBJECT OF ENQUIRY. 
An enguiry wos held by Mr. 
Lindsoll,-at “the ntral Magis- 
trucy, yesterday afternoon, touch- 
ing the death of a. Chincso baby 
and subsequent discoveries reault- 
ing from 4 post-mortem oxamina- 

tion. ‘ 

Mr. P. P, J. Wodchouse, C.LE,, 
Deputy Inspector-General of 
Police, replying to the Magistrate, 
said he was watching tho pro- 
ceedings on bohalf of the Police. 


Evidence wan given by a wo- 
man employed og a sweeper at the 
Botanica! Gardens, ns to the dia- 
covery of the body of a Chinese 
baby in the bushes at the Albany 
corner. It being wrapped up in 
paper, sho had thought it was a 
poreel of waate-paper . until. a 
closer inspection. The discovery 
waa made on a day two months 
no. 

Dr. A. V. Greaves, in charge of 
the Morsue, spoke of seeing the 
bodies of two Chinese babies on 
the morning of November 14, when 
he went.into the Morgue, In addi- 
tion to the Police Inbel accom- 
pinying each body taken into the 
mortuary, witnesa anid that there 
was nh number given to It accord- 
ing to the order of ita recelpt. On 
that date, the two bodics were 
numbered 8 and 4 respectively. 
te did not took at the labels, but 
examined the papers sent In with 
them. One body waa of a baby, 
a fow ann old, and the other that 
of a child newly-born. 


Examining Number Four, he 
discovered a strip of cloth, 16 
Inches Jong, tled— tightly twice 
nround the neck and knotted be- 
hind the neck. He santished bim- 
self that the child was not still- 
born; that it had lived and breath- 
ed. The cause of death was 
asphyxia, caused by strangulation 
with the strip of eloth, A cur- 
sory glance would not have re- 
vealed the fact, as the strip of 
cloth waa deeply embedded jin the 
He formed the opinion 
that death must have taken place 
at least 36 hours previourly. 


Morgue Procedure, 


Replying to the Magistrate, wit- 
nesa snid that every body received 
at the Morgue, was supposed to be 
accompanied by a Police card give 
ing all possible particulars, auch 
as where {it was found, ete. The 
duty of the attendant then, was to 
receive the body, and place it in 
the proper place with the label 
beside it, 

Witness said that he had since 
given orders that no body was to 
be taken in unless such a card 
wis attached to jit. Then, every 
morning before his arrival, it was 
the duty of his clerk also to mnke 
n list of the bodies awaiting 
post-mortem examination. In the 
present case, Number Four was 
shown ‘as having come from the 
No. 7 (West Point) Police Station. 


On discovering that death was 
due to strangulation, witness said 


che entered the fact in his regis- 


ter and he also made a report to 
the Director of Griminal Intelli- 
gence. He included the report in 
the ordinary reports and did not 
notify any Station direct of his 
discovery. 

Replying to Mr. Wodehouse, wit- 
ness suid he was not aware that 
it had always been the practice 
to nttach those identification carda 
to the bodies, There was always 
an attendant on duty, day and 
night, at the Morgue. As far‘as he 
was nble to make out, It was the

WORLD TRAFFIC 
IN DRUGS. 


MANY COUNTRIES NOT 
GIVING DATA. 


Geneva, Jan, 19. 


The League of Nations Central 
Opium Board's publicity and pro- 
paganda has failed to reduce ap 
preciably the world traffic in opium, 
reported Mr. Lyall, the Chairman 
of the Opium Committee to the 
Council, 


He said that the traffic continued 
on an immense senile, and failing 
other means the Board muat use {ts 
powers to denounce the countries 
which are in dangor of becoming 
centres of the {licit traffic. 


The report of the Board to the 
Council complains of certain coun- 
tries, some of whom have atgned the 
Geneva Opium Convention, . being 
slow in responding to its request for 
information, Some gave the figures 
only of Jegal importa, not reforring 
to the seizure of illicit drugs. Others 
lumped their tropical and European 
territories together; while Informa 
tion fram the South American and 
Central American States was al- 
most entirely absent. 


The Council adopted the Board’s 
suggestions that it should be allow- 
ed to recommend an embargo on the 
importa of drugs from the offend- 
ing countries; also that the origin 
of illicit drugs seized should be re- 
ported to the Board,—Reuter.

SENATOR PITTMAN SHOWS NO 
DISCOURAGEMENT. 


BRITAIN’S ATTITUDE. - 


Washington, Jan. 16. 


Senator Pittman to-day again 
binmed the fall in sflvor prices to 
Great Britain's policy of dumping 
Indinn ailver on the world market. 


Senator Pittman, who is’ chair- 
mann of the foreign relations sub- 
committce which ss engaged in 
atudying the decline in silver, said 
that the report of the sub-commit- 
tee would recommend, firstly, 
negotintions to suapend’ the 
British-Indian silver policy; 
secondly, a ajlver loan to Chinn; 
‘and, tnivaly, in international con- 
ference to study the future use of 
silver as money wand its exchange 
value. 


Senator Pittman said that he 
naw nothing antagonistle towards 
the committee's programme in the 
recent atatement by the Chinere 
Minister of Finance, Mr, T. V 
Soong, that China was unnow illinge 
to neeept om silver” loan and 
that the idea of the oan was an 
attempt by American silver in- 
teresta to dump thelr surplus: of 
the white métal on China, 


Senator Pittman interprets Mr, 
Soong's statement to menn that 
what China wna mostly Interested 
in was action which would end the 
steady drop in the price of sliver 
and thua restore the purchasing 
power of silver, The Senator sald 
that he thoroughly agreed with 
Mr. Soong, adding that for so Tong. 
ns the threat under the Brittah- 
Indian silver policy existed, silver 
Apectfitora eve here would 
continue to sell silver, thus nddbiane 
to depression, 


Senator Pittman credited the
